Last summer a new pest was report- 
ed ill cattle ill New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland and Nortliern Virginia. The 
pest lias Bgaio made its appearance 
tills summer. It is a small fiy, half the 
f-ixs of a horsefly, which settles in great 
Dumb-.Ts around the base of the boms 
and on other portions of Ibe body, 
Wliere it can not be readied by either 
(ail or head. It sucks a moderate 
amount of blood, reduces tbe conditiou 
of Hie cattle and leseeus Hie yield of 
milk by from uue-tliird to one-lialf. 
Thie new pest lias been investigated 
by Hie Depart meut of Agriculture, 
Ibrougli tbe acting entomologist, L. 
O. Howard, who iiaa succeeded iu 
tracing tbe entire life history of tbe 
pest. He thinks that Hie fly laya its 
eggs usually at night in freslily-dropped 
cow dung, and dial for tbe develop- 
ment from (be egg through the magot 
stage to Hie perfect fly again a space of 
only twelve days ia n ec essary. He 
says this rapidity of reproduction ac- 
counts f-ir (lie wonderful numbers iu 
wbicli Hiese flies sp)>ear, and it follows 
willi reasonable certainty tbat tlie in- 
aect will psw Hie winter in (he quiee- 
ent stage at Hie bottoms of dungs 
dnqiped later in tbe fall (the approxi- 
mate dale lo be determined later). The 
preventive is obviously In lime Hie 
dung in Hie fall in places where Hie 
cattle preferably stand at uiglit. At 
tbe present time, applications may be 
made to milcli cows wbicb wilt keep 
tbe flies awsy. Tbe applicalioos may 
be, first, fish oil and pine tar, with a 
little sulplitir ; aecond, tobacco dust, 
when the skin is not broken; third, 
tallow and a small amount of carbolic 
acid.

that is sufficiently trimmed if very sim- 
ply hem-stitched. A narrow ruffle 
edged with Valenciennes is tuimed 
back on the neck and wrists. When 
separate yokes arc proforred they are 
either round or pointed, made of tucks, 
with drawn-work, fcatber-stitchlng, or 
insertion of embroidery or Valen- 
ciennes, and arc sewed with a cord to 
the full two breadths of the slip. 

When the child is a year old, little 
sbort-waUted drosses may bo made, 
the round waist reaching only two or 
three inches below tho armholes, 
tucked and foather-stiiched, etc, as 
yokes are. At two years tho waist 
may slmnlate a guimpo at top, being 
gathered at tho neck and also just 
above tho armholes, then sewed to a 
plain round low-neckod waisL or one 
tucked and having drawn -work; a lit- 
tle fall of embroidoi 7 drops around 
where the false guimpe is added, and 
the belt is of insertion. Girls of three 
years have real guimpo waist to wear 
under low-necked round waists, made 
entirely of hem-stitched tucks, tho 
short-puffed sleeves and low neck 
trimmed with a ruffle that is hem- 
Btitcrhed and edged with narrow Valen- 
ciennes lacc. A sash of tho nainsook 
hem-stitched across the ends Is sewed 
in the side seams and tied behind iu a 
large bow with end* The hem-stltch- 
ing in such skirts Is quite elaborate, 
being in wall of Troy squares, or In 
Greek key pattern, or in 
medallions. Colored ginghams 
and Chamberys arc put on 
children earlier than they formerly 
were, those of pale pink or blue be- 
ing made up like any of the slips 
described, with yokes of embroidery, 
and worn by girls two and a half years 
old. At three or four years of ago 
solid-colored India silks are worn in 
blue or pale rose or white with feather- 
stitched tucks, and may bo with sepa- 
rate guimpes or else high in the neck. 

To distinguish boy babies are thicker 
cambric dresses plaited from neck to 
waist, but plain on tho sides, in (»n- 
tinuous breadths, except where the 
front Is cut off at the waist Hoe and 
tucked Hue a shirt bosom; the skirt is 
then gathered to the edge, and a sepa- 
rate belt is set around all Hie waist 
except just in front Tho back of the 
waist has a box-plait down the middle 
(concoaliiig the buttons which fasten 
it), and narrow side plaits beside it. 
Tho little turn-over collar is parted in 
front, and this, with the cuffs aud belt. 
Is feather-slitchod with blue, rod or 
white. Pique frocks arc similarly 
made for these lltile fellows. 

Tucked nains(x>k caps arc worn alike 
by boys and girls until tho boy of 
eighteen months has a soft straw hat 
with a ruche of lace or of white ribbon 
loops inside tho brim, and a band with 
bows or rosettes outside. Their short 
coats at this season of the year are of 
soft corduretto or of pique, with a deep 
cape covering the round waist with its 
cwal-sloevc. Embroidery is the trim- 
ming, and m.ay He on the skirt, collar 
and capo alike. For cashmere wraps 
tho prettiest are the plaited cloaks 
pressed in fine folds on the cape and 
the skirt, with perhaps some narrow 
ribbon run on as a border. Little 
cloaks of India silk are similarly mada 
White stockings and soft ecrue kid 
shoes are put on with the first short 
dresses. Black silk stockings and 
black kid shoos are for babies learning 
to walk. Pretty little blondes in their 
perambulators on Fifth avenue have 
every thing in white and blue, the 
cloak of pale-blue cashmere In ac- 
(Mrdion plaits, the nainsook cap with 
bows of blue, tho afgban of white 
etrlpot alternating with blue stripes

Burmese women are treated well In 
the family and they ore the equals of 
the men in family affairs. They have 
their say in all business matters and 
the only place in which their inferi- 
ority Is noticeable is in religion. The 
Burmese are Buddhists, and a Budd- 
hist woman has no chance to go to 
Heaven, save by her soul at dciatb 
pa.ssing into the body of a man. If she 
Is wonderfully pious during this Hfe 
such a transmigration many take place, 
and I note that the chief worshipers at 
the pagodas here are women. Budd- 
hist teachers put women much lower 
in the scale of morality than man, and 
they maintain that the sins of one 
woman are equal to the sins of 
8,000 of the worst men that ever 
lived. There are about 200,000.000 
Buddhist women In the world and 
none of these have any other hope of 
immortality than this. Nevertheless, 
I am told that tho Burmese women are 
more honest than the men, and that 
their business promises are more to be 
Uristed. They are not educated, as a 
rule, and it is only la^y that there 
have boon schools In Burmah for wom- 
eo. The Baptist missionaries are do- 
ing a great deal in this direction, and 
I visited a female seminary 'here which 
contained about ono hundred girla 
They were very bright-looking girls, 
too, and the president of tho school 
told mo that many of them could speak 
throe languages and that they were 
fully as bright as the average Amer- 
ican girl. During my stay an English 
spelling match was gotten up for my 
entertainment and a class of thirty girls 
were spelled down. They were all 
clad In the Burmese costumes and 
bare-footed, bare-headed, and with 
these tight dresses about their limbs 
they stood aud spoiled the words 
almost as readily as tho teacher could 
utter them. They had a queer pro- 
nunciation and acoent, but they did 
remarkaly well, and two of the girls 
remained on the floor for a full half 
hour, going almost through the spell- 
ing book in that time. As the girls 
missed they one by one went back to 
their seats, some laughing and some 
pouting. But the two who remained 
to the last tired out their teacher and 
ns she said “enough." they walked off 
proudly kicking out their bare heels at 
they lifted them from the floor in this

It Is supposed to bo unlucky to put 
either shoe on the wrong foot, nor 
must one put the left shoe on before 
the right, unless ono wishes to bring 
aboitsome direful calamity. Augus- 
tus Caesar, it is said, put on his left 
sho<i first, and before nightfall he nar- 
rowly escaped assassination. Dr. 
Breirer says that plucking off the shoe 
among the .Tews, smoking the pipo 
among the Indians, thumb-licking 
among the Scotch, breaking a straw 
together among the Teutons and shak- 
ing hands among the English are all 
certsmonles lo confirm a bargain. Tho 
Jewish custom of plucking off the shoe 
or landal is frequently referred to In 
the Scriptures. In the story of Ruth 
it is recorded that the compact which 
Bo(.z made was scaled by a shoe being 
drawn off — one of the versos reads: 
“Now, this was the manner in former 
time in Israel concerning redeeming, 
ant, concerning changing, for to con- 
firri all things a man plucked off his 
sh(e and gave it to his neighbor; and 
this was a testimony in Israel." 

I’o say a man's “In his boots" Im- 
plltss that he is very drunk. It comes 
from an old Welsh word, “boozi," 
meaning to be saturated with liquor. 
But to stand in another's shoes is to 
claim tho honors of another. It has 
its origin from n custom common 
among the ancient Northmen, among 
whom if a man adopted a son in order 
that the youth might lawfully inherit, 
ho must for a (^srtain length of timo 
wear tho shoos of his adopter.

Madame and to attend to commissions 
of a dcliixtto nature, requiring tact and 
skilL Therefore she must bo, by 
nature, clever and intrigruanto.

when they meet on the street, take off 
their slipiiera. The custom almost 
pravalls in tho East An inferior, 
when he enters tho house of his 
superior, removes his shoes or slippers 
and loaves them at tho door until his 
departure. This is done as a mark of 
humility, as a shoeless foot denotes 
seiwitudo. The slipper is also left at 
tb'3 door of the Mohammedan mosque, 
for tho reason that leather Is regarded 
as an unclean thing and must not be 
brought into the presence of the holy. 

The custom of throwing an old shoo 
af'«r a newly-married couple is uni- 
versal. Some think that it is a relio 
of the days when tho gallant lover car- 
riisl off his sweetheart bF force. Others 
ascribe good luck to an old shoe and 
throw it after the newly-married coupio 
w.th tho best intent. This certainly ia 
the most popular view, and few parents 
dicam that when they throw her old 
shoes after her they hereby give up for 
gc«d and all their c^mtrol and right 
over their daughter. Yet this is tho 
significance it had in the days whon 
tho Anglo-Saxon father handed to the 
bridegroom an old shoo of the bride. 

T le husband touched tho bride on the 
head with it as an assertion of his au- 
U orily, while the father, by the giving 
ol the shoe, signified his willingness to 
rt’linqulsh all claim or authority. In 
Turkey, however, it is the bridegroom 
himself who is touchod, and some- 
times quite severely, for the moment 
hs is married his friends and relatives 
set upon him and pelt him with their 
slippers as a sort of affectionate fare- 
well. 

When a pair of new shoes is brought 
home, never place them on a shelf 
higher than your head if you would 
have good luck while wearing them, 
and never blacken them before you 
have had both shoes on, else you may 
nicot with an accident and perhaps 
Bidden death. So say tho old Irish 
women who have made a study of 
tliese matters. The Scotch lassie be- 
lieves that should sho by accident drop 
her new shoes before they have been 
worn, they will surely lead her Into 
ti*ouble. The German mother says 
t lat should she I 9080 the heel of her 
shoo one of her children will die be- 
fore the year is out, while should a 
French lady meet with such an acci- 
dent to her high-heeled slippers, dis- 
appointment in love is sure to follow. 

Even fairies havo been credited with 
txking an interest in shoes, for we aro 
tild that tho merry little Cornish 
f'Lxies liked nothing so well as to ham- 
cicr away in the dead of night at the 
infialshcd shoes on the cobbler's 
tench, to surprise and gladden him 
i.ext morning with the outoooio of 1 
their energy.— N. Y. Sun.

HISTORY 



PHARMACY. 



TUe l>«Telopior>n4 of the Science In En« 
Klihnd niMl Continental Europe. 

During the middle ages pharmacy 
was. to a great o.xtent, still under tho 
control of the Arabian physicians. 
F'rom contact with them in tho East 
the religious orders (tho Benedictines 
especially) became proficient in tho 
art. The monks, however, wore for- 
bidden to shed blood, with the result 
that surgery fell largely into tho hands 
of tho barbers to which fact tho origin 
of tho pi-oscut tonsorial striped polo is 
duo. Soon the rise of alchemy and tho 
study of toxicology or art of poisoning 
— which tho fashion of tho ago culti- 
vated — and tho aristocratic tastes for 
spic^ combined pharmacy, toxicology 
and the grocery and <»nfectlonory 
business into a heterogeneous wholo, 
which united tho salutary and tho 
criminal in a peculiarly charactoristio 
mlddlc-ago manner. 

Tho development of national life in 
England. Gormany and F'rance having 
taken place somewhat later than in 
other parts of Europe, tho beginning 
of the pharmaceutical histories In 
these countries is of comparatively re- 
cent data Germany was the first in 
tho field. A drug store existed in 
Muenstor in 1285, one at Augsburg in 
1318, and another at Hildesbeim in the 
same year. In 1350 the boundary lino 
between medicine and pharmacy was 
clearly defined in Gormany, as is 
proved by tho existence of a parch- 
ment ordinance by the City of Nurem- 
berg. 

The first recorded apothecary shop 
in London was in 1332. Up to that 
period drugs were dispensed by gro- 
cers and spicers exclusively, and those 
tradesmen did not entirely lose their 
bold on their side line for oonsideFa- 
ble time. A peculiar document dated 
1345 is still in existence. In it King 
Edward III. of England grants a pen-

How Hair-Cloth 



Many people understand, of course^ 



Ilow hair-cloth is made, but for the 1 



odiflcatlon of those who do not, we will 
explain the process. In tho first place, ] 
horse-hair can not be dyed. It repels ' 
(wloring matter; so to make black cloth 
it is necessary to secure natural black 
hair. The horses, in many cases abso- 
lutely wild, running unrestrainod 4 aro 
regularly coralled and shore. Of 
•xmrse black hair is preferable, but 
uomotlmes gray stock is utilized. Not 
'»nly tho tails, but also the manes aro 
'Snt; tho hair Is bunchetL These 
hunches seldom contain hairs of lees 
length than two feet; some aro even I 
three and throe and a half feet, and ‘ 
the thickness of tho bunches is usually [ 
two or three inches.

“No more rook-and-rye eandy, or 
Arops or wine cordial eoafeotlonery," 
is the cry of the different branches ol 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union. The crusade has begun, and 
it will be a relentless warfare. It 
started at West Chester, and a big 
constable Intends to seize all the rock- 
and-rye drops, and the dealers will be 
prosecuted for selling liquor without * 
license. j 

In an interview tho president of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union 
said! “If We can do any thing, either 
legally or otherwise, to stop this per- 
nicious practice, it shall bo done. We 
have gone to many of the small retail 
candy dealers lately and requested 
them to stop the sale of rock-and-rye 
candy. Many of them complied with 
the roquesL but it is still niaitu- 
factureJ and sold in large 
quantities. Even smalt bottles of 
rock and rye are also vended. We 
certainly do object to this feature of 
tho candy business Why, all our 
children will liocome premature drunk- , 
ards If It shall be allowed to continue. 
When on<M they get in the habit of 
purchasing such articles at candy 
stores, they will then take a nip on the 
sly in some secluded beer saloon. 

“Only the other day a lady friend of 
minoi who bos a couplfl of children, j 
was terribly shocked by seeing them ; 
come from school their eyes all afire, j 
cheeks inflamed and outting tho most ! 
curious pranks In great alarm sd 
seeing them sd demonstrative and itn- | 
steady she asked them the daUed Of 
their exuberant feeling. They blub- 
bered out. laughingly: “We'se been 

eating rock and rye.' There ia a great 
‘amount of whisky in this rock-and-rye 
candy, and it la of such an In- 
ferior quality that it easily af- 

fects those’ who essay to eat it 
It is a lamentable fact that evnn 
eandy can not be manufactured with- 
out placing some strong drink in it. 
Just look at those wine cordials that 
are sold daily to the young by unscru- 
pulous dealers There is a pretty little 
port-wino drop to suit tho palate of 
one, there is the sherry drop to please 
the taste of another, and so on ad in- 
finitum. These oordiais ought also to 
be suppressed. The question to be de- 
cided. however, is wbethcr the sale of 
such candies without a license oad i>d 
proved illegal. If it can we will fight 
against it grimly.” 

“No one can estimate what evil those 
pernicious drops really have on chil- 
dren,” said another membpr of the 
Temperance Union. "1 have seen them 
after eating it behave very unseemly. 
Ho you think we can win if we take up 
this fight? Well, perhaps we Can; but 
still that remains to be seen. 'The law, 
like men. is somewhat fickle, and ex- 
tremely pliable." 

The manufacturers of cordials and 
rock-and-rye candy claim that su<;h ac- 
tion upon the part of the temperance 
ladies is a species of fanaticism. “Why, 
if a child could eat ten pounds of n»k- 
and-rye candy,” said a well-known <shi- 
fectioner of this city yesterday, “it 
would not make him or her intoxicat- 
ed in the least. I admit that there is 
some little of intoxicating spirits id 
such (umdy, but it is very small. I do 
not suppose there is one-quarter of a 
thimbleful of whisky in twenty-five 
rock-and-rye drops. Those people can 
not do any harm to us, and all their 
talk is more twaddle.” 

It is said that the members of the 
union intend to investigate just how 
much spirituous liquor is contained in 
the different kind of drops, and will 
begin a series of experiments as to the 
effect that a pound of rock-and-rye 
candy will havo on a person. — Phila- 
delphia Record.

The subject of poisonous paper* I 
hangings has lately been discussed, ia 
the light of some new facts, by the 
Boston HoclOty tor Medical Improve- 
ment 

Some of Ute important papers still 
contain arsenic in quite dangerous 
amounts.and even American manufact- 
urers, Uunigh they use less arsenio 
than formerly, are not yet wholly 
within the limits of safety. It is found 
that ono-tnird of a grain to a square 
yard is decidedly deleterious; but 
papers are in use that analysis shows 
to contain ten, fifteen, and even twenty 
grains. 

The following are Important facte in 
the case: 

1. The barm varies, as would natur- 
ally be supposed, inversely with the 
individual’s power of elimination. 
This power may bo fully adequate in 
some persons, and quite inadequate in 
Others, 

2. The symptoms of two persons in- 
juriously affected by the same expos- 
ure and the results may be quite dif- 
ferent. Inflammation of the kidneys for 
instance, may be induced in the one, 
and not at ail in the other. 

3. Arsenic may nert give rise to tho 
ordinary symptoms of arsenical poi- 
soning, but may stir up and strengthen 
dormant, morbid tendencies, and thus 
divert attention from the true disturb- 
ing Cause. 

4. While one-third of a grain to a 
square yard is likely to harm an adult, 
a young child may be Injured by a 
mere traoci and the Cause of the trouble 
may be wholly uiislfspected. 

6. While arsenic is not a Ctfniiiiativo 
poison, like lead, yet it is very slowly 
eliminated from the body. It requires 
weeks, and sometimes even months, to 
effect its complete expulsion after ro- 
moval from an arsonlous atmosphere. 
Hence inhaling It constantly, perhaps 
day and night, may cause a very dao- 
geroiis aiKumuiaiioil of the poison in 
the system. This accumulatlan will 
be very rapid if tho organs of etimlna-' 
tion, one or more of them, ere feeble. 

6. A new and conclusive method of 
detecting the presence of arsenic in 
the system has been discovered, which 
leaves no room for doubL This tost 
has been applied in many cases, and 
has led to the removal of the paper 
from the 4aili or of the patlont from 
the room, followed by relief, and, in 
due timo, by full cure. 

7. Tho covering of arsenical paper 
by non-arsenioal is not sufficient to re- 
move danger, for though this expedD 
ent may prevent the arsenical dust 
from impregnating the air, yet It is 
surmised that moisture develops a 
volatile arsenious compound, which 
readily finds its way into the air of the 
room — Youth's Ck>mpanloa.

HISTORIC FRENCH DUEL. 



Baild Items So That Thej Coo Not 11 Arbor ! 

Bodenta from Terrters. I 

Most of the barns put up in our 
country are about as perfect rot war- 
rens OB can bo contrived. The floor of 
tho cellar should be cemented, and Its 
walls made of brick or stone. If a rat 
then gets down the stairs into It he is 
easily <»iught by a dog, as he can make 
no hole here to crawl out Nothing 
in the upper stories should be piled so 
close to the sides of the building as to 
prevent a small dog and a large cat 
getting between, to catch any vermin 
nesting there. All grain or meal bins 
and boxes must be covered with tin, 
zinc or sheet iron, to prevent rats and < 
mice gnawing through to eat them. 

Many rats may'be got rid of in the 
following easy manner: Take four 
pieces of joist three feet or more long, 
and nail boards to these to make a 
square space inside. Set the lower 
hoards three Inches or more above the 
foot of the joist, so as to leave space 
' for rats to run under them. Scatter 
corn on the ground in the center of the 
pen, a yard or two long oad wide; lay 
down joist at two ends of this, and 
then cover the core with board* Place 
this near the barn, and it will make a 
nice warren for rats; and by tolling 
them with a few kernels of <xmi from 
the barn to the outside of this pen, 
they .will soon make their home 
under the boards inside. After get- 
ting well settled there, sink the 
foot of each post so deep into the 
ground as to bring the edge of the 
lowest board of the pen close to the 
ground, so that no rat can crawl un- 
der It to escape. Now put into the pen 
one or more dogs, that have been 
trained to hunt rats; lift up the boards 
under which they have harbored, and 
thoro will bo a lively time in catching 
them. 

I have seen twenty or more rate 
caught in such a pen at a single time. 
A pair of well-trained dogs will dis- 
pose of so many in a few minutoa I 
had a terrier that would kill as nany 
probably in less than fifteen minute* 
6be would jump and give a rat a (ingle 
grip, just back of the bead, which In- 
stantly broke bis nock and laid him 
out dead. After she bad finished, she 
would return to look them ail over, 
ono after another, and if any life 
aeomed to be left, give another grip, 
which instantly settled the matter. — 
Country Gentleman.

Rows in the French Chamber often 
lead to duels, but the Ferry-Boulangor | 
meeting was hot a parliamentary 
duel, since it did not grow out 
of such a quarrel; still its inotlvu 
was so purely political that it 
has a right to be classed among those 
that originated in words exchanged 
during a heated debate. The first of 
this sort of encounters in tho chron- 
icles of French legislative bodies hod 
its origin in the meeting ol the Nation- 
al Assembly of August 11, 1790. Tha 
body was debating the responsibilities 
of the events of October 5 and 6 of tha 
previous year, -and Oudard made a 
speech repcUng certain insinuations 
indulged in by Chatolet, which raised 
a veritable storm of angry cries. 
The “Blacks” (it was tho name 
then given to tho Royalists, 
who are to-day called “Whites”) 
behaved In such a manner that Ca- 
mille Desmoulins w*s led to exclaim 
they “seemed like so many devils on 
whose bare heads a bucket of holy 
water had been suddenly dashed.” 
Cazalls retorted that all members of 
the Left wore brigands, and he looked 
so fixedly at Barnave that the latter 
shouted: 

“Are you speaking collectively? It. 
you are you are talking like a fool and 
I shall not notice it, but if you wish 
to insult mo personally I will not suf- 
fer it" 

“What I have just said,” answered 
Cazalis, "was intended for you per- 
sonally.” 

Barnave replied with an Insulting 
epithet, and the next moralDg they 
went to the Bois do Boulogne with 
their second* Barnave shot first and 
miased, while Cazalis’ pistol hung fire. 

“Upon my word I owe you every 
sort of an apology,” said the latter, aa 
his second, St Simon, was reloading 
the weapon.

I am here for.” replied Barnave, and 
they began oonversing amicably.

Tht FottlblUtlM of Thooo Ui tho Jomoi 
niTor ToUojr Dakota 

The valley of the James river, Dako- 
ta, Is the greatest artesian-well district 
known. There are fine artesian wells 
in France, and some of them ore of 
very large bore; but In none of them 
does the pressure equal any one of 
fifty wells in the James River volley. 
The valley extends a distance of throe 
hundred mife* from Yankton In South 
Dakota to Jamestown in North Dako- 
ta, and greatly resembles the volley of 
the NUe; but, uolike it. It has its sup- 
ply of surplus water beaeoth instead 
of at the surface. The extensive fires 
which have ravaged Dakota, leaving 
much of its area bare, oauae drought, 
that would be fatal to settlement were 
it not for these wonderful well* which 
furnish water' for drinking and bath- 
ing, protoctiqn against fire, and power 
for all mechanical purpose* The pos- 
aibllitiee of these wells are be- 
yond estimation. The Ellendale 
weU. 1,087 feet deep, the Redflold 
weU, 960 feet, and the Jamestown, 1,676 
feet deep, supply systenu of water- 
works for the cities named. These ore 
only named out of a number of others 
of equal value. With miUions of gal- 
lons of water flowing dally, there la no 
diminution of the supply. The ques- 
tion naturally arise* Whenoe the 
source of this water? It has been sup- 
posed to come from the Missouri river 
but testa hy boring in the neighbor- 
hood of the river without getting a 
flow, havo proved that this idea wilt 
not “irold water.” Accepting the fact 
that water finds Us level and rises no 
higher but by applied exteruo! force, 
soma place of corresponding eloTotion 
to the enormous height to which the 
water U thrown by natural pressure 
must be looked for. This undoubted- 
ly is in the Rocky mountains, whoee 
•ouroes must feed the subtomotsaa 
flow. — i N i yrjy.'t
